REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 25-55 are allowed. 

Claims 25 and 55 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a 
noise-reducing transistor arrangement, or a method thereof, including first and second transistors, 
first and second clock signals, and first and second signals with the recited connections and 
operations set forth therein. 

Claims 26-49 and 51-55 are allowed because they depend on claims 25 and 50, 
respectively. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
